Voluntary Retirement. 

Gen, Short’s application for vol- 
untary retirement was accepted, 
effective today, “without condona- 
tion of any offense or prejudice 
te any future disciplinary action.” 

Admiral] Kimmel’s 
likewise has been accepted, ef- 
fective March ‘1. 

The trials, it is said, will not 
be held until “the public interest 
and safety” permits. 

The War Department’s announce- 
ment said: 


“The Secretary of War an- 
nounced today the acceptance, 
effective Feb. 28, 1942, of the ap- 
plication for retirement of Maj. 
Gen. Walter C. Short ‘without 
condonation of any offense or 
prejudice to any future disciplin- 
ary action.’ 

“The Secretary of War an- 
nounced at the same time that, 
based upon the findings of the 
report of the Roberts commis- 
sion, he had directed the prepar- 
ation of charges for the trial by 
court-martial of Gen. Short, al- 
leging dereliction of duty. The 
Secretary of War made it clear, 
however, that the trial upon 
these charges would not. be held 
until such time as the public

TOKYO (From Japanese Broad- 
casts), Feb, 28 (AP). — Imperial 
headquarters said today that guns 
on Japanese-held Wake Island set 
fire to an enemy cruiser when a 
naval squadron consisting of an 
aircraft carrier, two cruisers and 
six destroyers were sighted near 
it at dawn Feb, 24. 

A destroyer was struck with 
bombs, it said, while Japanese 
naval planes also dropped bombs 
on a large cruiser and shot down 
five planes. 

It acknowledged only the loss 
of a Japanese patrol boat, slight 
damage to land installations on 
the island, and casualties—some of 
them fatal—to several Japanese 
soldiers. 

Imperial headquarters referred 
to Wake as “Otori Island,” the 
name the Japanese gave it after 
its capture.. 

An official spokesman at Wash- 
ington said the Navy has had no 
report of any such action.

The Japanese claim was the first 
indication of action around the 
island since it was won by the 
Japanese at heavy cost from a 
hard-fighting little garrison of 
United States Marines who held 
out under Naval shelling and aerial 
bombing for 15 days.

OVATION FOR SERKIN'S 
SCHUMANN CONCERT 


Pianist Giyes Brilliant but Se- 
rious Performance With 
Symphony Orchestra. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

Nineteenth Century romanticism 
held the boards exclusively at yes- 
terday afternoon's concert given 
by the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra in the Municipal Audito- 
rium. It was the first perform- 
ance by the orchestra since its re- 
turn from the near and remote 
Western spaces and it was also 
the occasion, of Rudolph Serkin’s 
reappearance with the orchestra 
as assisting artist. 

In an afternoon that was neces- 
sarily filled with rich and expan- 
sive sentiments, Mr. Serkin played 
the Schumann piano concerto in 
a way that essed both his 
brilliance and seriousness. His 
performance evoked excitement be- 
cause it was crisply articulated 
and beautifully modeled and be- 
cause it had the rhythmic exuber- 
ance that can be imparted only by 
a performer whose blood, you 
might say, is geared to the pulse 
of the music. It was a perform- 
ance which had the freshness of 
an inspired improvisation. 

Keeps Designs Intact. 

But despite his seeming respon- 
siveness to the inspiration of the 
moment, Mr. Serkin did no swoon- 
ing and no languishing. The designs 
of the three movements were kept 
intact, the underlying pulse was 
consistently maintained and the 
melodic line was never pulled out 
of shape in order to produce a 
heavier emotional stress.
